Welghing Common Alr.

The welght of air has often been test-
ed by compressing It In receptacles by
the alr pump, That it really has weight
when 8o compressed Is shown by the
fact that the welght of the vessels Is
Increased slightly by filling them with
compressed alr and that such vessels
become specifically “lighter” as soon
as the alr contalned In them I8 ex-
hausted. Many elaborate experiments
on the welght of alr have proved that
one cuble foof welghs 556 gralns, or
gomething less than one and a quarter
ouncest, The above experiment on the
welght of alr is supposed to be made
at the surface of the earth with the
temperature at 60 degrecs F. Heated
alr, or alr at high elevations, is much
lighter,
